RUSSIANS CONTINUE 
RETREAT N ORTHWARD. 


Fapanese Pressing Heavily Upon Both 
| Kouropatkin’s Flanks. 


Commissary Wagons Pass Through Mukden and Be- 
hind Them Some of the Artillery—Terrible Condition 
of Roads Impedes Movement, but St. Petersburg 
Thinks Commander's Danger is Past. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 


UKDEN, Sept. 6. 1:49 p. m.—[By Asiatic Cable.], The re- 
treat of Gen. Kouropatkin’s army is being carried out in 
good order, despite the terrible condition of the roads, ren- 

dered muddy by the rains. Long lines of commissariat wagons 

drawn by steaming mules, horses and even bullocks, are straining 
their way north over the soaking, cut-up main road from Yentai. 

Behind them come long trains of artillery and back of them still, 

Kouropatkin’s army. 

The Japanese are hanging on Korropatkin’s flanks, keeping 
the Russians engaged in a continuous rear-guard action. The 
progress of the retreating army has been slow, owing to the ne- 
cessity of first getting through the baggage and—guns; but the 
heads of the commissariat trains already have passed through 
Mukden and are continuing their way toward the north. : 

The main Japanese army is marching up along the roads 
eastward of the Russian line of retreat, which converge at Muk- 
den. Another Japanese force is also heading for Mukden from 
the westward, coming from the direction of the Liao River. 

As this dispatch was filed the correspondent of the Associated 
Press could hear the booming of the Japanese cannon in play 
fourteen miles from Mukden. 

LOST ONLY ABOUT HUNDRED MEN.

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 6.—The Emperor has received the 
following dispatch from Gen. Kouropatkin, dated September 
Sth: 


“Today (September 5th,) the army is advancing northward.

It is added, however, that the staff has not yet received news 
from the front under today’s date. 

RETREAT IN GOOD ORDER.

PETERSBURG, Sept. 6, 3:08 p. m.—According to the 
latest advices, the Russian retreat is being effected in good order.

The news from the front indicates that Oyama, having failed 
to surround Kouropatkin at Liao Yang, is pressing Kouropatkin’s 
rear with all the power of his troops, while hurrying forward a 
column which crossed the Taitse River at Bensihu, thirty miles 
northeast of Liao Yang and five miles due east of Yentai station, 
in the hope of cutting the Russian line of retreat below Mukden.

THE VERY LATEST. 


AFTER 


The dearth of immediate press and 
official dispatches from the present 
actual seat of the Far Bastern struggle 
continues. It is admitted by the Rus- 
éian war office that no telegrams what- 
ever were received from Gen. Kouro- 
patkin bearing Tuesday's date, the last 
message to the Emperor from the gen- 
eral being dated September 5 and brief- 
ly telling that the army was advanc- 
ing northward; that it had extricated , 
itself from @ dangerous position; that 
there was constant cannonading of the 
rear guard and that the losses on that 
day were about one hundred. 

The situation, in the light of the lat- 
est information, may be summed up as 
follows: The Russian forces are push- 
ing on to Mukden, greatly impeded by 
heavy roads and floods, conducting an 
orderly retreat, and followed step by 
step by the Japanese. Details of the 
fighting and of the exact position of 
the opposing armies are lacking.

The General Recognizes the 
Pacific Coast's Needs. 


Pleads for Larger M litary 
Establishment. 


Panama’s Silver Money to be 
Coined in. America.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—(Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Maj.-Gen. Arthur 
MacArthur, commanding the new Pa- 
cific division, has submitted his an- 
nual report to the War Department. 
He makes a strong piea for the en- 
largement of the military establish- 
ment on the Pacifie Coast, including 
the enlargement of the arsenal at Be- 
nicla and the erection of a great de- 
pot In San Francisce for quarter- 
master, subsistence and medical sup- 
plies. In this connection, Gen. Mac- 
Arthur says: 

“The concentration of political and 
economical interests in the Paciric 
Ocean has had the effect of enor- 
mously magnifying the military impor- 
tance of this side of the continent, 
end the continued rapid progress of 
events suggests the expediency of an 
early enlargement of military facill- 
ties to meet the growing necessities of 
this coast. 

“In addition to a considerable in- 
crease in the number of troops, the 
idea would be to extend the admin- 
istrative machinery of the great con- 
structing and distributing departments 
of the army until each one shall have 
an independent autonomous establish- 
ment, capable of conducting all es- 
sential functions without any depend- 
ence whatever upon Atlantic or inter- 
ocean assistance. 

“For example: The arsenal at Be- 
nicila, admirably located in respect of 
land and water transportation, is ca- 
pable of- expansion to limits such as 
are exemplified at Springfleld, Mass. 
and Rock Island, II). Everything 
seems to be propitious for initiatory 
steps to this end, and the comple- 
tion of the work some fifteen —or 
twenty years hence would not only 
‘e in harmony with the importance 
of the strategical environment, but 
uld be in accord with the condi- 
tions established by nature fn respect 
io equilibrium between the two coasts 
and the great central valley of the 
continent. 

“Similar remarks apply to the quar- 
ermagter, subsistence and medical 
interests on this coast which are 
accordingly repeated for the purpose 


of recommending the establishment 


of a great depot in, or in the imme- 
diate vicinity of San Francisco, ca- 
pable of holding on the same prem- 
ises, but in independent establishments 
all the various interest: of the three 
departments above mentioned. 

“Fortunately, the United States 


owns’ several sites suitable for the lo- 


cation of the necessary structures, so 
that the question would simply be as 
to the selection of one of the several! 
locations now in hand, and not the 
usual perplexing problem of obtaining 
an eligible site under pressure of con- 
flicting local interests and financial 
exigencies. 

“As a business policy. the forego- 
ing proposition is quite attractive, as 
the various rentals paid at present for 
the premises to conduct business of 
the several departments. capitalized at 
current rates for government funds, 
would be nearly, if not quite enough 
to construct and install all buildings 


and facilities necessary for the depot. 


“In view of the constantly-increasing 


strategical importance of the Pacific 


Ocean, as referred to above, it is rec- 
ommended that a new post for a full 
regiment of infantry be established in 
the vicinity of Los Angeles, Cal., and 
a post for a full regiment of cavalry 
be located at a suitable site in Willam- 
ette Valley in Oregon. This last rec- 
ommendation ie made with a view toa 
full regiment of cavalry being di- 
vided between the Presidio and Ord 
Barracks end another regiment of cav- 
alry at the post above recommended, 
making two full cavalry regiments for 
this Coast.” | 

Gen. MacArthur also recommends 
that infantry captains be allowed a 
mount, in order t increase their ef- 
ficiency. He declares that a captain 
of infantry canndét possibly discharge 
his duties'efficiently if he is compelled 
to drag his body through the exhaust- 
ing efforts of a long march. 

This arrangement for captains 
would mean a total increase in pay 
for the 620 officers affected of about 
$98,000. Gen. MacArthur closes his 
report Dy saying that it is pleasant to 
report a considerable decrease in the 
number of desertions during the year 
just closed, as compared with the pre- 


ceding year.

In addition, there will be a coin of 
the value of 2% cents, which, of course, 
will not be directly convertible into 
American money.

STOCK-YARDS BUTCHERS AT CHI-

Result, Which Will be Announced 
Today, Mere Formality, as Back- 
bone of Strike is Broken, Which 
js Evidenced by Return of Hundreds 
of Employees.

CHICAGO, Sept. 6—Whether the 
stock-yards strike is to be calkd off 
or continued indefinite:y will not be 
known until tomorrow morning, when

BEGINNING OF THE END.

There was talk among the strikers 
at the yards about “terms of settle- 
ment.” Officials of the packing com- 
panies, however, declared that no 
terms of settlement had been reached, 
that strikers applying for their old 
places would be reinstated without dis- 
crimination, but no agreement would 
be made with the unions, 

Meetings of all local unions involved 
had been called for today to hear the 
result of the deliberations of the allied 
trades board. But many of the men 
who had been idle for eight weeks 
feared to await their action. So it was 
that a thousand applied for work. Ex- 
pecting all would be ordered by their 
unions to go back tomorrow, they went 
today to make sure of their places. 
According to the statement of Ca«a 
Schmidt, vice-presiijent of thé butc.- 
ers’ organization, the proposition upon 
which the unions are to vote provides 


be reémployed as soon as possible, the 
Skilled hands to receive the former 
scale of wages and the abandonment 
of the office of steward by the unions.

FEW ARE VOTING. 

Up to midnight not over 7000 out of 
the 60,000 men said to be on strike had 
cast their votes in the different pack- 
ing centers throughout the country, 
according to the returns received by 
the union officials in Chicago. In Chi- 
cago, where 25,000 men are on strike, 
the total vote cast will not exceed 
5000. Unless a great majority of the 
strikers decide to ballot on the propo- 
sition, it was sald tonight that in all 
probability the entire vote would be 
thrown out, and the proposition would 
be submitted to the strikers efter be- 
ing extensively advertised. 

Unofficial reports of the result of the 
balloting in Chicago Indicate that the 
men will defeat the proposed abandon- 
ment of the strike. The result of the 
balloting by the first three unions re- 
porting tonight is sald to have been 
1204 for remaining on strike and but 
142 for returning to work. .

WEST POINT (N. Y.) Sept. 6—The 
members of the Interparliamentary 
Union, a body comprising delegates 
from England and from every legisla- 
time body in Europe, were the guests 
of the United States today, when a tour 
of the country began under the auspices 
of this government. 

Distinguished members of the vartous 
parliamentary bodies of the world to 
the number of 185 were Officially wel- 
comed to these shores at the United 
States Military Academy, after a trip 
on the Hudson River from New York on 
board the United States revenue cutters 
Hohawk and Gresham. Escorting the 
little revenue flotilla was the cruiser 
Topeka. At the Military Academy the 
distinguished guests disembarked to the 
firing of the national salute of twenty- 
one guns. 

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Henry A. Taylor, who represented the 
President, welcomed the visitors on 
behalf of the government. The rest of 
the afternoon was devoted to an exam- 
ination of the academy and a review of 
the cadets. 

An interesting development of the day 
was the disclosure of the fact that the 
Interparliamentary Union, at its forth- 
coming conference In St. Louis, will un- 
dertake to adopt a resolution looking 
to the calling of another interpational! 
arbitration congress of the character of 
The Hague. It is possible that the 
President will be asked by formal reso- 
tion to issue the call. The interparlia- 
mentary party departed tonight for 
New York by special train.

NOTHING | FROM KOU ROPATKIN. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M) 
ST. PETERSBURG, Sept, 7, 2:10 a 

m.-——-There has been no news from Gen. 
Kouroepatkin since Monday afternoon. 
This is attributed to the interruption 
of direct.communication with the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, owing to the transfer 
of the telegraph office to Mukden, 
whither messages have to be sent by 
courier. 

The utmost confidence prevails at the 
War Office that the Russian army is 
slowly but surely effecting the retreat 
without serious risk of being cut off. 
None the less, intense anxiety is felt 
throughout the whole nation, and this 
feeling is shared by the Emperor. His 
Majesty is unwilling, at such a june- 
ture, to absent himself from Peterhof, 
and has countermanded all proposed 
journeys. He will mot go to Warsaw 
and remains closeted for 
’ ‘hours with his military advisers. It is 
believed that the outcome of these de- 
liberations will be an order to mobi- 
lize seyeral.more army corps. 

Late Tuesday evening the Associ- 
ated Press obtained the following 
statement from the War Office: 

“No telegrams whatever were re- 
ceived from Gen. Kouropatkin today 
(Tuesday.) It is inferred that the 
only Russian troops remaining at Yen- 
tai September 6 are the rear guar, 
whose mission is solely to retard the 
enemy's movement. 

“It is quite consistent from the po- 
sition of affairs to suppose that a por- 
tion of the Japanese forces entered 
‘Yentai, there being no intention to 
hold this point, as it is of no intrinsic 
importance. The stores there have 
already been removed and whatever 
was not removed was burned. 

“An official telegram will probably 
arrive tomorrow (Wednesday) morn- 
ing. 

“The transfer of the telegraph office 
to Mukden has caused delay in the di- 
rect transmission of messages.” 

St. Petersburg is full of the wildest 
rumors, some claiming that Kouro- 
patkin’s rear guard has been annihi- 
lated, that Kouropatkin has been 
taken prisoner, and that Port Arthur 
has fallen. These alarmist reports 
were circulated on the Bourse, and at 
one time threatened to cause a panic.

M. KIRILOFF’'S STORY. 
ATTACK ON STAKELBERC. 

[BY THE ASSOCjIATED PRESS -A.M 

MUKDEN, Sept. 6.—{By Asiatic Ca- 
ble.] The following message describ- 
ing the earlier events of the Japanese 
attack on Gen. Stakelberg’s corps 
southwest of Liao Yang, Angust 3, 
was written on the battlefield by M. 
Kiriloff, one of the Associated Prers 
Kussian correspondents, and sent to 
Mukden for transmission, just before 
the correspondent was shot througo 
the lungs: 

“This morning, around Liao Yang 
guns thundered unceasingly. The 
heights forming a semi-circle around 
the city were dotted with jets of fame 
and little black and white clouds. The 
spectacle was clearly visible from the 
water tower of Liao Yang. The Rus- 
sian left alone was not engaged. 

“At 7 am., the correspondent rode 
to the Russian center where the Jap- 
anese were concentrating in an at- 
tempt to break through, and climbed 
the neighboring heights, following a 
detachment sent to relieve the skir- 
mishers who had been covering the 
battery commanded by Pokotliloff, one 
of the heroes of Kiuliencheng. The 
Japanese, according to custom, were 
shelling places where they believed the 
Hussian reserves were located. Be- 
fore the correspondent could reach the 
_attery, he had to cross a danger 
zone of-4150 yards, projectiles falling 
and burating on it until the’ very 
ground seemed to quiver with wrath. 

“There was a touching scene when 
the skirmishers were reached. A 
Russian soldier met a brother whom 
he had last seen in their native vil- 
lage. There were joyous § greetings 
and a quick exchange of news from 
home. Then each went his way and 
settled down to the work of firing, 
coolly and deliberately. The Japanese 
fire was spasmodic. Their bullets 
sang like birds as they sped overhead, 
and ghe Russians cracked*jokes about 
it 

“Two hours later, the correspond- 
ent reached the battery and found that 
rokotilof and another officer, Cos- 
troff, had been killed. Out of sixty 
gunners, forty were kille? or wounded. 
Capt. ‘larasoff was in charge of the 
battery. ‘His quiet courtesy recalled 
the hero of one of Count § Tolstoil's 
novels. Fifty yards away was a 
splendid-looking gunner, whose duty 
it was to record the success or failure 
of each shot, the grim song of death 
with deadly messengers hurlimg al! 
around him, but the Russian gunner 


posed.

Here the message ended. The of- 
fieer who sent forward M._ Kirileff’s 
last dispatch, added:

respect and sympathy. He was *hot 
through the right lung while standing 
by our battery, and fell back suffering | 
intense agony. the bleod spurting 
from hie mouth. Yet his devotion to 
duty enabled him to overcome his suf- 
ferings. He insisted upon being 
placed on a horse, so that he could 
get to Liao, Yang end file his dis- 
patch. It t6ok him five hours to 
cover the five and a half miles to Liao 
Yang. When he reached there, M 
Kiriloff was so exhausted and weak 
irom loss of blood that we got him 
into the ho«wpital, although against his 
protest He asked me to complete 
his message for him 

“I am a soldier and no writer, but 
1 will say that after the awful fight 
today, we are still holding our posl- 
tions. Japanese bodies bestrew all 
the heighta. Their losses must run 
into the tens of thousands. We have 
lost 5000 thua far.

HARRIMAN TALKS 
THE UPWARD TREND. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE 


EW YORK, Sept. 6.—[Exclusive 
N Dispatch. E. H. Harriman, the 

railroad magnate, back from Eu- 
rope, after an absence of three months, 
tonight discussed the unexampled pros- 
perity of the country. He rarely talks 
for publication. 

Harriman declared that things were 
on an upward trend; that business is 
on a more conservative basis, and 
therefore more healthful. and that 
wildcat industrial schemes are now 
seldom attempted. This is Harriman’'s 
optimistic view of the crop outlook, the 
stock market and industrial prospects: 

“It is impossible now for any dam- 
age to the corn or the cotton crop to 
make the yield less than the average. 
We know the worst about wheat. 
Business is picking up, and we are ge'- 
ting on to the normal! condition of pro- 
duction and consumption which was 
interrupted for two years. 

“We having and will continue to 
have a gradual appreciation of prices,” 
he add “We are not going to have 


a boom, but merely a steady busjness. 
One great element of safety in the sit-

uation is that there has been no ‘wild- 
catting. Our wide distribution of 
wealth in all parts of the country has 
kept ‘wildcatting’ out. No matter 
where enterprise originates now. the 
local banker of the place is usually a 
conservative man.and has been ap- 
pealed to for funds before the project 
has heen taken elsewhere. So. when 
the proposition comes to a great money 
center like New York, it is always pos- 
sible to get reliable information about 
it af once from the banker of the place 
where the money is to be expended. 
Thus no fairy tales come to New York, 
and there was in all our new enter- 
prises enough solidity to serve as a 
cushion when the collapse came.

Two men prepare the stripe on 
which the lettering is done. Two 
more attend to the lettering of these 
strips, painting the names of the clubs 
or associations ordering the banners, 
the captions for the portraits and the 
offices for which the nominees are to 
contend. Two men work on the cen- 
terpleces, the eagle and the shield and 
the “KE Plurious Unum,” without 
which no political party with a hope 
of securing votes would fling ite ban- 
ner to the breeze. (ne man works on 
the speaial portraitq and the rest 
assemble the various parts, sew the 
Stripe together with sewing machines 
or get down on the floor and hand sew 
therm to the netting. 

Some of the men employed in the 
making of the campaign banner are 
artiste who have come into the field 
by the straight gate, but the majority 
have climbed over the wall. The for- 
mer class is made up of graduates 
from the art schools, who find in the 
great demand for their services in the 
campaign rush a more remunerative 
field than in painting pictures that no 
one will buy. It is this class that at- 
tends to the painting of the portraits 
of candidates. By working on the 
same faces day after day, these men 
become so eskiliful and so quick that 
they can paint a Roosevelt or a Park- 
er in the dark with their eyes shut, 
and paint it as true to life as the 
standard of the campaign banner in- 
dustry requires. 

Whatever the difference of opinion 
between the rival parties, both are 
agreed on the value of the campaign 
banner as a means of arousing enthus- 
lasm among the voters. Great is the 
excitement when the banner is hoist- 
ed to its place in the center of the 
street, while the band playa and the 
faithful cheer, “Hang your banners on 
the outer wall, that all may see.” was 
the advice of the late Senator Hanna. 
And, judging by the appearance of the 
streets, even at this early period of 
the campaign, both parties are stren- 
uously endeavoring to follow out this 
advice,

STAMPS PINNED ON. 
Postmasters Had Trouble Getting 
People to Stick Them on 
Envelopes. 


[Gaiveston Tribune.] “When postage 
stamps first came into use,” said a 
veteran postal cierk, “the public didn't 
know how to handle them. You re- 
member how, when tea and coffee first 
appeared among us, the people fried 
the tea leaves and the coffee berries, 
and served them with salt and pepper? 
Well, the people treated their stamps 
as absurdly in 1554. 

“Bome folks would put the stamps 
inside their letters, out of sight. Here 
is the official! notice that we issued to 


stop that practice:” 

The clerk took from the drawer an 
aged bulletin that said: 

“The stamps upon all letters and 


packages mrust be affixed on the out- 


side thereof, and above the address 
thereon.” 
He put back this bulletin and drew 


forth another one. 


“People would pin the stainps on 
their letters instead of gumming 
them,” he said, “and when they did 


um them they would not do It right. 
lence this second bulletin,’ and he 
read: 

“Persons posting letters should affix 
the requisite number of stamps pre- 
vious to depositing them in the letter 
receivers, as when posted in a damp 
state the stamps are Hable to rub off 
and thereby cause the letterg to be 
treated as enpeid. Do not pin on tr 
stamps.”

The third bulletin, in big, impatient 
letters, said:

NDEX CONTRACT 
RUSHED THROUGH. 


COUNTY CLERK’S ACTION WHICH 
LOOKS SUSPICIOUS. 


Two Thousand Dollars Lost to the 
County Through the Haste of Ac- 
cepting Bid Before Competitors 
Had Chance to be Present—Super- 
visors Remain Silent. 


The Board of Supervisors refuse, 
yesterday, a gift to the county of 
abot $2000, but’ the hoard Won't con- 
cede that much, and says it is up to 
the clerk of the board, otherwise Coun- 
ty Clerk Keyes. 

It will take a great deal of explain- 


anybody that in doing what he did 
yesterday he did what was best for 
the county from a financial or any 
other standpoint. Were he a lawyer 
there are those who would assert that 
he was guilty of sharp practice. This 
is what he did: 

An important county contract was 
under consideration, and to secure it 
there was keen competition. Keyes 
was asked what time the Board of 
Supervisors would take up the matter, 
the question being put by one of those 
interested in sécuring the contract, if 
possible. He replied that the board 
met at 10 o'clock, and if his questioner 
Was there at the time he would be 
heard. Then, at 9:20 o'clock, he brought 
up the matter, awarded the contract, 
and when the other competitors ap- 
peared, he tried to laugh about the 
matter. There was really no com- 
petition, for Keyes would permit of 
none, Something prompted him to 
take snap judgment, and act in a 
manner which does not have the ap- 
pearance of fair dealing. 

It happened through the letting of 
the contract for the printing of the 
indexes to the Great Register. - Under 
the system now obtaining there really 
is no printed Great Register, the pre- 
tinct indexes and the original affi- 
favits serving all the purposes of a 
freat Register, so far as voting is 
concerned, and for later and perma- 
nent reference all entries are made by 
hand in the two volumes that com- 
prise the Great Register of the county. 

Several bidders were after the print- 
Ing contract, and the board was ad- 
vised that in fixing the price to be 
paid, which the law makes obligatory 
apon it, 8% cents would be a fair price. 
and that each name could not he 
printed for much less at a reasonable 
profit. But the Supervisors yesterday 
morning. bright and early, fixed the 
price at 6 cents per mame to be paid. 


and thefeupon County Clerk Keyes 
gave the contract to the Out West 
“ompany. His excuse for being In 


such a°“hurry was that all parties in- 
‘erested had been harrying him around 
for @ays, for the reason that the time 
was limited and they wanted to order 
supplies. Anyway, the contract was 
awarded shortly after 9 o'clock. 
Then. during the morning. Ceorge 
Rice, of the printing firm of George 
Rice & Sons. appeared before the 
Roard of Supervisors, and was indig- 
vant at finding that the contract had 
been let. His firm, the Times-Mirro- 
Printing and nding House, and the 
Seuthern California Printing Company. 
had wanted to put in a bid, and he 
sald that he could not understand the 
rreat hurry. He asked the board to re- 
-onsider their action, inasmuch as the 
firms named stood ready to save the- 
sounty at least $1000 on the contract. 
'¢ was a moot point, however, as to 
lust what power the board had in the 
oremises, and so the matter was con- 
‘Mnued until 2 o’ctock to permit the 
Miatrict Attorney to ceive an aptnion 
At the hour appointed Chief Deputy 
Oist.-Atty. James presented an opinion 
r which he quoted from the law reg- 
viating the matter tin which if is pro- 
rided that within five days after the 
sinding of said books, the clerk sho’! 
yrepare an index of each hock, sid 
ndex to conta.n the names. ages. ad- 
tresses, and numbers, as they apnear 


1% copies of said index printed Mr. 
James held that this gives the clerk 
the authority to have the indexes 
printed, provided that the price charg- 
ed is not in excess of that fixed by 
the Board of Supervisors. 

Inasmuch as the matter appeared to 
be up to the County Clerk each of 
the Supervisors kept mum regarding 
any motion either to rescind or recon- 
sider the matter. 

Mr. Rice contended, however, that 
inasmuch as the contract, he was in- 
formed, had not been signed or pass- 
ed upon by the District-Attorney it 
could not be said to be complete, and 
ir behalf of himself and his confreres 
he submitted a certified check for $500 
with a bid to do the printing for 2% 
cents per name. 

Right there was where the easy 
money for the county came in. It 
Was not shown just how many names 
there will be in the indexes, but any- 
way the saving difference between 2', 
cents and 6 cents would amount to 
about $2000, and this the county could 
have had for the trouble of mere ac- 
ceptance, 

Mr. Keyes broke in to remark that 
he believed from the opinion submitted 
that Mr. Rice was taiking to the wrong 
persons; that the law said-that the 
Clerk was the person to let the con- 
tract. Rice responded that while not 
vishing to reflect upon anyone it did 
appear like a bit of jobbery, the con- 
tract “having been awarded so hastily. 

Keyes answered hotly in repudiating 
jobbery, and Alexander took umbrage 
at there having been undue haste. 
The latter was overcome with a thirst 
for knowledge, too. He wanted to 
know how the printing could be done 
for any such figure as that submitted 
by Rice & Sons. 

Mr. Rice proceeded to enlighten Mr. 
Alexander regarding the methods of 
modern competition. He said that 
there was a fight on and when the 
combined printing houses learned that 
a paper had given the use of its lino- 
type machines just for the purpose 
of antagonizing and opposing them as 
a matter of pure business they stood 
ready to compete for the business. 

Keyes reminded the board that he 
had given out the contract at the 
price fixed by the board, and if there 
should be any rescinding done, the 
board would render itself liable to a 
suit in damages. To this Mr. Rice re- 
plied saying that he felt safe in sqy- 
ing that as the contract had not been 
signed he would guarantee the board 
against all loss in damages if he got 
the contract. 

After that a silence settled down 
upon the board. Chairman Longden 
asked what was the pleasure of the 
board. Their pieasure was to remain 
mum. Patterson pulled meditatively 
at his cigar, and volunteered the re- 
mark that ft was a lot of money. But 
the smoke curled to the ceiling and 
im that the matter ended. The con- 
tract had been let, the county had Jost 
$2000, and the whole matter looks like 
a job on the part of the County Clerk. 


The Mare Understood.

FOR JUSTICE. 


Judge W'ellbori Restores the 
Routing Privilege. 


| Finding of Vast Importance 
to Fruit Growers. 
Interstate Commerce Act 8 
Vigorously U pheld. 


Judge Wellborn in the United States 
Circuit Court yesterday struck a giant 
blow for the rights of the fruit grow- 
ers of California. He decided, in the 
case of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission against the Southern Pacific, 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
and their connecting lines, that the 
privilege of saying by what route their 
products shall be shipped to market is 
a right of shippers upheld by the law 
of the country.and that it is illegal and 
punishable for common carriers to en- 
ter into pools or combines for the pur- 
pose of destroying competition, 

Coming at this particular time and 
from this high source of authority, the 
decision is bound to be regarded as one 
of the most fortuitous happenings in 
the history of citrus-fruit growing in 
Southern California. In the light of 
this decision it no longer will be possi- 
ble for the railroads to take out of 
hand the just earnings of the growers, 
the producer will stand to win some re- 
ward for his toil. 

Says United States District-Attorney 
Vaientine: ‘The practice of railroad 
pools in the handling of fruits has been 
shattered forever. The lawful right to 
take advantage of| unfettered competi- 
tion in shipping is restored; producers 
may now dictate the routing of their 
fruits. Judge Wellborn's opinion is, in 
my mind, unanswerable. It meets fully 
every contention the defend- 

ante." 

Judge Wellborn’s decision is the out- 
growth of litigation of long standing. 
The Interstate (ommerece Act was call- 
ed into existence to rectify abuses 
heaped upon shippers by combines 
formed among cormphon-carriers for the 
suppression of competition. One of 
the practices aimed at by the act was 
the arbitrary refusal of the carriers to 
allow shippers to route their own ship- 
ments. By the act there was created 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
to have in charge generally the pro- 
mulgation of the act. This commission 
heard the compitaint of the citrus grow. 
éra of Southern California against the 
Southern Pacific, Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé and connecting lines, and as 
the result of a lengthy investigation 
ordered those railroads to restore to 
shippers the routing privilege. 

This order the railroads refused to 
obey, and resultantly the Interstate 

Commerce Commission brought action 
in the United States Circult Court to 
enforce obedience. In resisting this 
action the railroads claimed, in chief, 
that they had disregarded the order 
on the high moral ground that to re- 
store the routing —?— to the ship- 
pers would make it again possible 
for the refrigerator-car-line companies 
to extort rebates—a penal offense un- 
der the provisions of the Interstate 
Commerce Act—to the injury of the 
shippers, out of whose pockets the 
amounts of the rebates would be 
taken. 

Evidently Judge Wellborfl took smal! 
stock in this fancy pretension, for it 
failed to blurr his discernmen. of the 
real cause of the railroads’ refusal to 
obey. 

It is probable that the railroad com- 
panies will appeal from Judge Weil- 
born's decision, and in the meantime 
will file bond for stay of execution un- 
til the appeal can be perfected. The 
result of such action would be to tle 
up the entire litigation for a period of 
perhaps a year. during which interim 
it is to be expected that the railroads 
would continue in their arbitrary rout- 
ing practice and their plain disobe- 
dience of the provisions of the Inter- 
State Commerce Act. 

TO BARD'S CREDIT. 

One of the features of the decision 
is the bringing of Senator Thomas R. 
Bard and Senatorial Aspirant Frank 
P. Flint into strong relief—the former 
as the friend of the people, the latter 
as the hand-servant’ of the corpora- 
tions. The whole progress of the ac- 
tion in the Federal court brought into 
prominence vital facts: that Sena- 
tor Bard worked for the success of the 
Interstate Commerce Act and the «reat 
principles of freedom and justice 
bound up in it and that Flint did his ut- 
most to defeat the act and to subjugate 
the welfare of the citigsen to the en- 
richment of the trust. Senator Bard 


Was largely instrumental in the enact- 


of the anti-pooling and anti- 
trust laws during the session of Con- 
gress in 1902. ealizing that South- 


ern California's largest agricultural in- 


dustry Was at stake by the secret pool- } 


ing of the railroads to manipulate the 
handiing of the citrus fruits, he never 


| lost sight of the interests of the peo- 
| ple whom he represented. During that 


time Flint, the paid attorney of the 
Southern Pacific, did his utmoss to 
block the enactment of such laws and 
te ald in their evasion when passed. 
The reading of the decision by Judge 
Wellborn occupied more, than an hour, 
the opinion covering forty typewritten 
pages. At its conclusion the court 
ordered a decree entered granting a 
writ of injJunction/to restrain the rail- 
roads from further violation of- the 
acts of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. The attorneys for the com- 
plainant were then instructed to 
prepare findings in accordance with 
the decision. Entering of exceptions 
by attorneys for the rallroads were 
squeiched by Judge Wellborn, who held 
that at this time there was nothing 
upon which to base exceptions. It is 
probable that the decree will be en- 
tered in due form today, when notice 
of appeal will be formally given by the 
defendants with an application for stay 
of execution. In case this is granted 
a heavy bond will be demanded. 
EXCERPTS FROM OPINION. 


Section 6 of the Interstate Commerce 
Act says: 

“It shall be unlawful for any com- 
mon carrier subject to the provisions 
of this act to enter into any con- 


tract, agreement or com bination 
with any other common ~< carrier 
or carriers for the pooling of 


freights of different and competing 
railroads, or to divide between them 
the aggregate or net proceeds of the 
earnings of such railroads, or any por- 
tion thereof: and in any case of an 
agreement for the pooling of freights 
as aforesaid, each day of its contin- 
uance shall be deemed a separate of- 
fense.” 

Following are outlines and excerpts 
from Judge Wellborn's decision. 

W. A. Bissell, assistant traffic man- 
ager of the Atchison, Topeka and 


| Santa Fé, was asked: “Had the -busi- 
ness of citrus-fruit shipping been leav- 
ing you before you established this 

prs tice of routing? He replied: 

“Yes, sir. We made several endeavors 

—we tried the costly experiment of 
| being honest in this thing, living up to 
}-- law as we understood it and de- 

lining to pay rebates; and we lost #0 
sane business that we found we had 
to do as the Romans did, and as there 
seemed to be an idea that tne car lines 
were exempt from the interstate law, 
which provided imprisonment for ratl- 
road men caught doing this thing, we 
had to arrange to do our. business 
through an outside car line.” 

Paul Morton, then second vice-presi- 
dent of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé, Railroad Company, testi- 
fied: “It cost our car company in 1899 
a large amount-of money to meet this 
competition, and shippers in Southern 
California who did not get the full 
benefit of this reduction and who had 
to divide it with Mr. Earl and others, 
— were indignant; and it was 
| in order to prevent that state of affairs 
solely and for no other reason in the 

world than to maintain legal rates, 
that we took the routing of this busi- 
ness into our own hands.” 

After quoting testimony at 
Judge Wellborn says: . “From these 
quotations it will be seen that there 
was no controversy, but that the rout- 
ing rule was agreed upon as a means 
of maintaining the joint tariff rates; 
and this designed operation of the rule, 
which, it may be here noted, has been 
entirely effectual, is strongly empha- 
sized by-Mr..Morton in his sworn 
statement. Tt ts true that said rule 
has struck down an. unlawful system of 
rebates. That result, however, which 
was but incidental, in no way affects 
the main and pivotal fact In this case, 
that the defendants and their eastern 
connections in entering into the con- 
tract and combination for routing by 
the initial carriers_intended thereby 
to uphold their published rates. 

“While it is unquestionably true, as 
contended by the defendants, that joint 
tariffs over continuous lines are purely 
matters of voluntary arrangement be- 
tween the carriers themselves, about 
which they may specially contract, yet 
thik power of contracting is subject to 
all the prohibitions of the Interstate 
Commerce Act, as well those againgt 
pooling as those against unjust charges 
and discriminations.” 

CONCERNING COMPETITION. 

Judge Wellborn quotes as follows 
from a relevant decision by Justice 
Shiras: “As to the majority of 
the community living along its 
line, each railway company has a 
monopoly of the business demanding 
transportation as one of its elements. 
By reason of this fact the action of this 
corporation in establishing the rates 
| to be charged largely influences the net 
profits coming to the farmer, the 
manufacturer and the merchant from 
the sale of the products of the farm, 
the workshop and the manufactory, 
and of the merchandise purchased and 
resold; and also largely influences the 
price to be paid by everyone who con- 
sumes any of the property transported 
over the line of railway. There is no 
other line of business carried on in 
our midst which is so intimately con- 
nected with the public as that con- 
ducted by the railways of the country. 

. . All contracts or combinations 
entered into between railway corpora- 
tions intended to regulate the rates 
to be charged the public for service 
rendered, must of necessity effect the 
public interest. I fail to perceive the 
force of the argument that because 
railway companies through their own 
action cause evils to themselves and 
the public by sudden changes and re- 
duction in tariff rates they must be 
permitted to deprive the community 
of the benefit of competition in secur- 
ing reasonable rates for the transpor- 
tation of the products of the country. 
Competition, free and unrestricted, is 
the genera] rule which governs all or- 
dinary business, pursuits and transac- 
tions of life. Evils, as well as bene- 
fits, result therefrom. In the fierce 
heat of <ompetition the stronger com- 
petitor may crush out the weaker; 
fluctuation in prices may be the cause 
“that results in wreck and disastef; yet, 
balancing the benefits as against the 
evils, the law of competition remains 
as the controlling element in the busti- 
ness world. That free and unrestricted 
competition In the matter of railroad 
charges may be productive of evils 
| does not militate against the fact that 
such is the law now governing the sub- 
ject. No law can be enacted nor sys- 
tem be devised for the control of hu- 
man affairs that In its enforcement 
does not produce some evil results, 
no matter how beneficial its general 
purpose may be. There are benefits 
and there are evils which result frum 
the operation of the law of free com- 
petition between railroad companies. 
The time may come when the com- 
panies will be relieved from the opera- 
| tion of this law, but they cannot, by 

combination and agreements among 
thernselves, bring about this change.” 

ARGUMENTS OVERTHROWN. 

In bringing his opinion to a close, 
Judge Wellborn says: 


“After careful consideration of the 
subject. | am of the opinion that any 
contract, agreement or combination 


between different and competing rail- 
roads whereby the volume or quantity 
of freights each or any shall receive 
for transportation is to be determined 
by or through any conventional means 
or agency, which was intended to and 
does suppress competition either In a 
rate or service, or competition directly 
addressed to the shippers, is a traffic 
pool within the meaning of Section 5 
of the Interstate Commerce Act; and 
that the routine contract here in con- 
troversy does so apportion freights 
among the defendants’ eastern connec- 
tions and is essentially such a pool. 

“Defendants’ contention that the or- 
der tn controversy is unlawful because 
legislative in its character, is not well 
taken. The routing rule or regulation, 
although embodied in the joint tariff, 
and therefore a contractua! provision 
between the common carriers (who are 
parties to said tariff) is also in effect 
a deciaration to the public that the 
practice for which said rule or regula- 
tion provides will be followed by the 
initial carriers, and the order of the 
commission does nothing more than 
forbid this unlawful practice, whie 
the injunction prayed for is but the 
ordinary equitable remedy against a 
threatened mischief.” 

In the trial of this case before Judge 
Wellborn the Interstate Commerce 
Commission waa represented by L. A. 
Shafer. the regular solicitor of the 
commission, who came to Los Angeles 
from Washington twice for the purpose 
of making argument. He was ably as- 
sisted by Joseph H. Call, special attor- 
ney of the commission, and by L. H. 
Valentine, United States District At- 
torney. For the Southern Pacific, W. 
H. Herrin and P. F. Dunn of San 
Francisco and Frank P. Flint of this 
city led the defense, while the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé was repre- 
sented by the late C. N. Sterry, J. H. 
Norton and Attorney Dunilay.

Its Owner's Secret. 


Officers go North to Dig for 


Stolen Gold. 


To 
stolen from Secretary Gilson of the 
Judson Manufacturing Company of 
Oakland over twelve years ago, and 
which has remained hidden for over a 
decade, is the work mapped out by 
United States Secret Service Agent 
Jack Cronin and Patrolman Boyd of 
the local Police Department. They 
left for the North yesterday, having 
in custody Rae, a man who 
declares he is one of the robbers who 
secured the gold and burted it. 

Rae was arrested Sunday morning 
by the secret service agent and to 
Police Capt. Auble, and the govern- 
ment official he confessed compiicity 
ir a crime committed tn 1892, in Oak- 
land, where 
train was robbed of a fortune. Rae's 
story is a weird one, fraught with im- 
aginings and ‘mprobability, but his 
delivery was such that the officers con- 
sidered the case werthy of investi- 
gation, hence the search for the buried 
treasure. 

ROBBERY RBCALLED. 

Saturday June 11, 1902, Secretary 
Gilson of the Judson Manufacturing 
Company, boarded a train at the Mole 
for Oakland. He was returning from 
San Francisco with a bag of gold con- 
taining $15,000 to be used in paying 
off the Judson employés. Soon after 
the train started two men—one with a 
blackened face—boarded the coach in 
which Gilson sat and terrorized the 
passengers by firing half a dozen or 
ore. shots. 
up his bag of gold and the highway- 
men esca < 

Suspicion pointed to George Rae and 
2 man named Riley. who had formerly 
worked for the Judson Company. 
Riley was kiiled five days later by a 
premature blast in a quarry, but Rae 
was arrested. was finally acquitted, 
but later C of Police Lees of San 
Francisco, ‘(since deceased) had Rae 
jailed on a vagrancy charge and se- 
cured for him a sentence of six months 
in jail, while the robbery was investi- 
gated more fully by a score or more 
of detectives. 

Rae finally 
through a writ of habeas corpus, Hon 


secured him release 


George Knight being his attorney. He 


brought suit for damages for defama- 
tion of character against the San 
Francisco Examiner, which paper had 
assailed him while he. was in jail. Rae 
finahy com the sult for $2500 
and drupped out of sight. 

Gradually the bold robbery was for- 
gotten, although detectives worked for 
years on the case, stimulated by a re- 
ward of $1000, offered by the State, 
and a rumor, currently believed, that 
the people would give half 
of the money to the officers locating 
it and convicting the robbers. 

RAE BAGGED. 

Rae drifted to the southern part of 
the State four or five years ago and 
says that for the past eight months 
he has been engaged as timekeeper 
for a firm of contractors on the new 
Salt Lake Railroad. A few days ago 
he eame into the city with a roll of 
bills saved during his iso.ation on the 
desert, and immediately started drink- 


— 


ing. 
Fo drink alone, Rae attributes his - 


errest, for his glib tongte related the 
story of the robbery to a “pal” in a 
Second-street lodging-house, who in 
turn informed Agent Cronin. Rae 
wanted his pal to go with him and 
dig up the money. 

Cronin experienced no difficulty in 
arresting his man, who after a day or 
two in jail seemed giad of a chance 
to tell the story, and promised the 
officers that he would lead them to the 
spot where the money was cached. 

THE CONFESSION. 

Here is the statement as made by 
Rae to the officers yesterday, who 
sat open-mouthed and staring while 
the man of the concealed wealth 
that he had not dared dig up in all 
these years, save once, and then he 
vas prevented from taking it away. 

“Yes, I was one of the men that 
held-up Gimon in 1892, and stole $16,- 
000, from him. I am ready now toe 
make a co:rfession of the crime, for it 
Is the only one I ever committed in 
all my life and I want to clear my 
conscience now,” began Rae, 

“IT am an old man now, past 60 years, 
and I want peace for my tortured soul. 
If the Judson people want to give me 
half of the money when I reveal the 
hiding place, they may do so, but I 
t you o 
keep the remainder. her’ third, 

“However, I am going to tell the en- 
tire story and give up the money, even 
if I fail to get a cent. 

“Going back to the robbery, the de- 
taille are ‘perfectly clear in my mind. 
Riley. my pal, worked for the Judson 
Company, and he knew perfectly the 
habits of the secretary, who went to 
a bank tn ‘Frieco every Saturday to 
get money for the pay roll. We con- 
cocted our schemes ‘Frisco and 


went over on the ferry with 


following him Into the railway car 
the mole. Riley blacked his face, be. 
cause he knew that Gilson would rec- 
ognize him otherwise, but few people 
in that part of the country knew me. 
“We made a dash into the coach and 
fired a number of shots through the 
roof just to frighten the people; but 
we intended to harm no one unless re- 
sisted. We secured the bag of gold, 
which weighed nearly a hundred 
pounds, I think, and, Jumping from the 
train, escaped in a horse and wagon. 
We abandoned the wagon, 
overcoats, masks and other things be- 
hind us and journeyed to the place 
where the gold lies buried today. 
“After secreting our treasure we 
went to work at the stone quarry, 
where Riley was killed @ve days later. 
Then my arrest and acquittal fol- 


lowed. 
REVISITS SCENE. 

“I knew that I would be watched for 
a long time after my trial, and I 4idn’t 
go near the hiding-place of the gold 
for several years. Riley was dead and 
nobody else knew the secret, so why 
need I worry? 

“I knocked around for several yeara, 
and finally went to look for the money, 
but I was certain detectives were on 
my track, so 1 was forced to walt,

- Again, 
the failure of ah attempted “corner” 
hRearly always means financial ruin 
for its projéctor. The principle of the 
“corner” is entirely wrong, and its le- 
gality has often been called in ques- 
tion. 
based wpon plain extortion; and 
therefore, clearly wrong. For exam- 
ple: A man, or a clique of men, as- 
certain the approximate supply of 
eats which will come into the market 
at a certaih time in the future. They 
start otit to buy up all that supply, 
and more—in other words, they induce 
their colleagues on ‘Change to “go 
short” on that particular option. Their 
steady buying advances the price; 
the “bears,” or those who believe the 
price is relatively too high and must 
drop, “sell short;” that is, they sell 
that which they do not own, believing 
that before the time comes for its ac- 
tual delivery they will be able to buy 
the commodity at a lower’ price than 
they sold it, thereby profiting te the 
extent of the difference between the 
selling price and the figure at which 
they “bought it In.” 

The higher; the price goes above the 
figure which is regarded as the actual- 
value price, the greater the temptation 
to “go short,” to sell. Suppose the 
price of July oats is 50 cents per 
bushel. Under. steady buying the 
price advances point by point to 55, 
60, 70 and perhaps to 75. By the 
time 75 is reached the “bears” have, 
perhaps, sold not only all the oats 
(the actual bushels of oats) that will 
come into the market in time for de- 
livery, but millions of bushels more 
than they can possibly secure. They 
do not own the oats they have sold, 
but they have merely contracted to de- 
iver it to someone else, at a certain 
price, at a certain time. 

The buyers, the manipulators of the 
“corner,” when they have bought all 
the available supply of the particular 
“option” in which they are dealing, 
and have succeeded in getting out an 
immense “short interest,” “boost” the 
price out of all reason—in the case 
above cited, they, perhaps, send the 
price soaring to $1. When the time 
comes for the “shorts” to actually 
deliver the oats they have contracted 
to deliver, at, say, an average of 65 
cents per bushel, they discover that 
they cannot buy the oats, cannot get 


them anywhere, at less than $1 
per bushel. When their  con- 
tracts. are due, they must settle 
with the manipulators of the 


“corner,” at whatever price the lat- 
ter may fix, for they (the manipula- 
tors) own all the oats obtainable, and 
a great deal more, and can sell it at 
whatever figure they may elect. The 
“shorts,” therefore, are compelled to 
settle on the basis of $1 per bushel, or 
35 cents higher than the average sell- 
ing price, involving enormous losses 
running into the millions, and conse- 
quent enormous gains for the manipu- 
lators. As soon as the “corner” is 
broken, and settlements are made, 
the price drops to its nermal place, 
leaving some men rich and others 


‘ ruined 


Lot tt be remembered that there is 
riever, in the whole proceeding, an ac 
tual exchange of something for money. 
The oats itself does not figure in the 
transaction. . A merely contracts to 


gambling. 


The process ig simple, but is 


the time of settlement. To be sure, 
oats may have normally advanced in 
price before the time for settlement 
comes, and in that case B is entitled 
to whatever profit there is by reason 
of that normally-advanced price; but 
he may not place a _ fictitious value 
upon oats, temporarily, to embarrass 
A and cause him unnatural financia! 
loss. 

If the courts can enforee this in- 
terpretation of the law it will do away 
with one of the se@nsatiofial features 
of this particular form of recognized 
The actual value of the 
grains is determined by the natural 
laws of supply and demand, so that it 
is seldom impossible to arrive at a fie- 
ure which represents approximately 
the “actual value” of oats or other 
grain at a certain time. “Corner” 
settlements could. therefore be made 
(if “corners” are ever attempted un- 
der an enforcement of such rulings 
as that herein cited) at figures that 
would be within a few points of what 
is known as “the.market,” and the 
losses and gains would therefore be 
comparatively small, and even reason- 
able. But the making of settlements 
at ridiculously high and palpably ficti- 
tious figures (that is, the extortion 
process,) would be impossible. 

While the law, if generally inter- 
preted and enforced in the manner 
above mentioned, would not stop trad- 
ing, or gambling, in the grains and 
stocks, it would regulate that husiness 
and effectively discourage tlie “corner- 
ing” process which is now one of the 
most pernicious features of stock mar- 
Kets and. Boards of Trade. 


CCUSED—NOT CONVICTED. 

Opponents of Councilman Dav- 
enport (of whom the yelping little Ex- 
press is the noisiest and most inde- 
cent,) are conducting a campaign of 
vile personal] slander against that gen- 
tleman, which is disgusting every de- 
cent man in the Sixth Ward, and in the 
city. The inspiring motive of this 
wretched campaign of vilification, as 
everybody knows, is the fact that the 
Express did not get the city printing, 
and that Mr. Davenport was one of 
the six Councilmen whose better judg- 
ment prompted them to vole in favor 
of awarding the printing to the paper 
having the largest circulation, thus 
giving tothe city’s advertisements the 
widest publicity and giving to the city 
the highest value for its money. 

Thisisthe principal charge brought 
against Councilman Davenport, that 
he wrongfully voted to award the 
printing to The Times. It is a charge 
inspired wholly by malevolence and 
personal enmity. There is not the 
slightest evidence that Mr. Davenport 
overstepped his duty as a Councilman 
or committed a wrongful act. His 
action in the matter has been fully 
sustained in a court of law, and this 
fact in itself disproves the principal 
accusation of his accusers. 

The Express and other of Mr. Daven- 
port’s detractors constantly refer to 
him as if he had already been convicted! 
of some serious offense.~- He has 
been accused of many things, it is 
true, but the fact should be kept stead- 
ily in mind that he has been convicted 
of no offense. The object of the 
campaign of -detraction launched 
against him is to discredit him as a 
man, a citizen and a public official. 
The design is to Jeceive voters of the 
Sixth Ward with the idea that he has 
been guilty of wrongdoing: that 
he has been tried and convicted of 
some grave offense or offenses; and 
that therefore he is not worthy to 


hold the office of Councilman. 


Councilman Davenport is an honor- 
ed citizen, and this attempt to im- 
peach his honor is one of thé most 


contemptible exibitions of malevolence 


ever witnessed in this community. 
The voters ofthe Sixth Ward should 
resent it by giving him a larger ma- 


plus of things has a curious result. 
The Japs have done the thing a little 
too well, and amid all the joy at the 
success of our ‘ally’ there is min- 
gied a tone of apprehension about the 
future.

“At the same time no monstrosity is 


too grotesque or too ferocious to defy | 


belief if it is attributed to the Rus- 
sians. One woujd think that Russia 
was below the level of the savage 
tribes of the Pacific, to hear even in- 
telligent men talk about her and her 
affairs. And yet it is true that one of 
the most appreciative and painstaking 
works on Russian institutions was 
written by en English judge, who had 
carefully examined its judicial system 
and pronounced it good. But war, that 
great perverter of judgment, feeling, 
common sense and decent behavior, 
makes all things possible, even those 
least thinkable.” 

It will be seen from these statements 
that truth is eternal in England as 
well as elsewhere and that those who 
would not heed the threat of the Yel- 
low Peril at first, must heed it now. 

Without any desire to foment hatred 
against any race or to encourage & 
prejudice against the people of any na- 
tion on account of their creed, color 
or political beliefs, -we still believe 
that the world should take cognizance 
of the fact that a reawakened Mon- 
golian race bodes ill for the rest of 
mankind. That the yellow man hates 
the white man is not the white man’s 
fault. This hatred is inborn in the 
Mongol, and his progress in science, 
education and ability seems but to In- 
crease his ill. will toward us. .Even 
though Russia should not now crush 
wie Japanese, Europe will be com- 
pelled to do it at some future time, 
and perhaps America might also find 
itself forced to lend the effort its 
assistance. 


LIGNMENT OF THE VOTERS. 

On the occasion of his visit to 
Sagamore Hill, a few Jays ago, Senator 
Beveridge of Indiana remarked that 
while he disliked to make political pre- 
dictions, it appeared to him that the 
national campaign had already been 
practically won by the Republicans. 
“I believe Roosevelt will be elected,” 
said the Senator, “by the biggest ma- 
jority a President has received since 
the Civil War. . I think Parker will be 


defeated even more decisively than 


Bryan was in either of his cam- 
paigns.” Senator Beveridge also 
pointed out the fact that in his own 
State (by some Democratic statisti- 
clans feferred to as a “doubtful 
State”) the Republicans have been 
increasing their gains steadily for sev- 


eral years, polling a majority of 35,000 


in the Jast election. He predicted that 
this majority would be increased at the 
next election, and that of the four Con- 
gress districts in the State now held 
by Democrats, the Republicans would 
capture at least one. 

Perhaps Senator Beveridge’s views 
on the subject are somewhat over- 
sanguine—-and perhaps not. Cer- 
tainly the Republican party has never 
gone into a campaign during the period 
of its existence of half a century 
with better prospects than it has this 
year of electing its Presidential elec- 
tors. The result of the Congressional 
campaign cannot always be counted 
upon with certainty to coincide with 
those of the Presidentia! election, but 
the prospects are strongly in favor of 
the Republicans holding their own in 
the House of Representatives, besides 
winning the Presidential race. 

The Republicans are united as never 
before on the great questions of the 


hour. This fact. in itself, gives them 


the best possible fighting chance; for 
a party divided’ against itself is even 
more likely to fall than “a house di- 
vided against itself.’ Opposed to the 
solid phalanxes of the Republican vot- 
ing army is a torn and scattered host, 
made up of stragglers from all the 
other political armies, holding but 
few views in common, disgusted with 
its leaders and disagreeing within it- 
self on some of the more important 
deciarations of its platform. What 
chance has such an army of tatterde- 
malions against a well-disciplined host, 
fighting for principles im) which all 
believe, and ready to fight for those 
principles to the last? 

The alignment of the voters in this 
great contest is already becoming ap- 
parent. From the demoralized De- 
mocracy the Republican ranks have 
already recetved thousands of con- 
servative voters, and thousands more 
are ready to follow, and to keep step 
in the unbroken columns to the music 
of victory. The extremists of the De- 
motracy, who followed Bryan to de- 
feat in 1896 and again in 190), are 
threatening to leave the Democratic 
party, and will vote for Watson, the 
Populist ‘candidate, or for Dets, the 
Socialist candidate, by thousands. The 
folly of Parker in allying himself so 
closely with Wall street and the Bel- 
mont syndi¢ate, has had much to do 
with driving the radicals to the sup- 
port of the radical candidates, Watson 
and Debs. 

The serigusness of the revolt among 
Democratic radicals against Judge 
Parker and his political entourage 
was made manifest in a forcible man- 
ner by Senator Daniel of Virginia, in 
one of his recent outbursts. Mr. Dan- 
jel said: 

“Come weal or woe, I am going to 
lead a revolt against these Democratic 
leaders who haye abandoned the true 
principles of Democracy. I call upon 
all true Democrats to support me. 
Better far to stand in the minority— 
in the outer darkness, with the stars 
of heaven smiling down upon you and 
the infinite peace of God in your heart 
—than to hold a guilty seat in the 
banquet hall of the victors, whose tri- 
umph fills your soul with the damning 
conviction that you bave helped at 
the victory of wrong.” 

There will probably be no great ob- 
jection to Mr. Daniel's standing “in 
the outer darkness, with the stars of 
heaven smiling,” ete, ete.; but 
whether -he votes for Parker or for 
Watson or for Debs, he need not trou- 
ble himself about holding a seat, guilty 
or otherwise, in “the banquet hal] of 
the victors.” The only way in which 
Br’er Daniel could secure a seat in 
the said banquet hall would be by 
coming over unanimously to the Re- 
publican side of the confilet. In that 
event, if he should be lucky enough 
to secure a seat In the banquet hall of 
victory, he could, with a clear 
science, congratulate himself with the 
reflection that he had helped at the 
victory of right. 


There ia no excuse for dragging the 
Los Angeles Mayoralty question into 
public attention at {his time.

It 
develops that Emerson's real name 
was Ezra M. Carpenter, but he had 
been passing himself as Dr. Emerson 
for several years, or ever since he had 
come into possession of a dental di- 

ploma bearing that name. 
He wae seen to drink the stuff which 
undoubtedly caused his death.

OPPOSED TO 
BUSHWHACKS. 


Fair Play Club Opens Its 
Headquarters. 


Davenport is Indorsed by 
Business Men. 


Voters of All Parties on Side 
of Right. 


Increasing In volume hourly, a wave 
of sentiment for fair play in politics 
is sweeping over the Sixth Ward. The 
apogee is expected to be reached on 
September 16, when the special election 
will be held to decide whether Coun- 
cilman Davenport shall be permitted 
to serve the remainder of his term, 
or whether he shall be succeeded by Dr. 
Houghton, a naturalized Englishman 
who is a recent importation in the 
ward, who is not a property owner, 
and who will cast his first vote in the 
ward for himself. 

Never, perhaps, have business men 
and men of affairs taken more interest 
in a ward election. Convinced of the 
unfairness of the bushwhacking at- 
tack made upon their representative 
in the Council, they are rallying to his 
support almost to a man. 

Accepting the challenge of the cir- 
culators of the recall petition that the 
specia!] election should be a non-parti- 
san oné, Republicans and Democrats 
alike are forgetting party differences, 
while they stand shoulder to shoulder 
in the ranks to repulse the attack and 
vindicate Davenport, realizing that in 
doing so they are uplifting the fair 
name of the Sixth Ward, which has 
been trailed in the dust during the 
recall campaign. 

Headquarters of the Davenport Fair 
Play Club were yesterday afternoon 
opened at No. 2606 Central avenue. 
Last night over two hundred electors 
of the ward went in to sign the regia- 
ter of the club and to offer their serv- 
lees In the campaign of information 
which the club will wage vigorously 
until election day. The object of the 
be to place before every 
elector in the ward a statement of 
the facts involved in the recall con- 
troversy, including a brief history of 
the two candidates for electian. 

At the time Dr. Houghton was nom- 
inated. even the labor-union voters 
who secured his nomination were not 
aware that he was not a property 
owner, and that the only tax which 
he paid was personal property tax; 
that while he claimed to have resided 
in the ward for over three years, he 
took s0 little interest In municipal or 
ward matters that he did not even 
consider it necessary to register until 
he started his campaign to elect him- 
self to the City Couneil. All this was 
kept secret. The Evening Express 
had a candidate of its own whom it 
desired to place in nomination against 
Davenport, but it did not have sup- 
port enough to get his name even 
mentioned at the meeting at which 
Houghton wae nominated. 

GRIDER FOR. FAIR PLAY, 

lL. M. Grider, former Councilman 
from the Sixth Ward and a well-known 
Democrat and business man, said jast 
night that he had decided to support 
Davenport for reélection. “Two years 
ago 1 voted against Davenport,” said 
Mr. Grider. “I am a Democrat, and 
I voted for the Democratic candidate. 
If this were a general election I should 
do so again. But in the interest of 
fair play I feel that Davenport should 
be permitted to serve out his term. 
This is the first test of the recall pro- 
vision, and it is an important one. 
The legality of the provision has al- 
ready been established by the courts. 
Davenport conferred a boon on the 
city when he declined to go into the 
election until the court had passed on 
the recall. Now we are called upon to 
decide the greater question of whether 
the recall is to be preserved as a sort 
of Monroe doctrine as a warning to 
dishonest officials or whether it is to 
be resorted to whenever a few dis- 
gruntied losers get together and try 
to stir up a row. 

“While I may differ with Davenport 
on matters of policy, I am willing to 
say that in the main he has made a 
good Councilman, better than the av- 
erage. I have been through the mill, 
and know what he has had to go up 
against. 
as good a record as Davenport would 
be a disgrace to the Sixth Ward. 

“Mind, I do not say that there are 
not men in the Sixth Ward who would 
make better Counciimen than Daven- 
port, Democrats, of course, but I do 
say that a better man has not been 
named to run against him, and I 
shall vote to retain him until the end 
of his term.” 

Mr. Grider served in the Council 
during trying times himself, and ap- 
preciates the knotty questions a ward 
legisiator has to solve. He was 


selected to the Council just when the con- 


troversy over the acceptance of the 
paving of Main street was at its 
height: He was a member of the 
Board of Public Works on whose rec- 
ommendation the whole work was re- 
jected, at a cost approximating $50,000 
to the contractors. It was through 
hie efforts that the city secured South 
Park. 

“If there had been a recall provision 
in the city charter those contractors 
would probablv have bought up enough 
signatures to have forced me into a 
special election,” said Mr. Grider last 


night. 
UNJUST. SAYS DAVIS. 

Le Compte Davis, a local attorney™ 
and a Democrat of some prominence, 
is a resident of Davenport's balliwick. 
Mr. Davis last night said he felt that 
Davenport was ufmfairly attacked in 
recal] petition, and that every 
loyal Democrat of the ward should 
voice his disapproval! to the attempt 
made to unseat him by going ‘to the 
polls on September 16 and giving him 
a rousing vote of confidence. 

“We cannot afford to have the re- 
call Invoked on slight a pretext,” 
eaid Mr. Davis. “We expect to elect a 
Democrat to the Council down there 
this fall. and we must t establish 
a precedent for taking his seat away 
from him when elected, without jvo01 
cause.” 

MUST “SHOW U8.” 

“I have never voted for a Repub- 
lican,” sald F. P. Cake last night. 
“IT am an Iroquois and our tribes- 
men are pledged to vole straight Dem- 
ocratic tickets. But this man Hough- 
ton has got to show us that he is a 
Democrat. I see that he was not iIn- 
terested enough in good govertiment 
at the last election to even register, 
let alone get out and vote. Daven- 
port won his seat in the Council] in 
a fair-equare fight and I am going to 
vote for him to keep ft until his term 
expires or until he has done some- 
thing meriting impeachment. This 
trifing with the recall is all wrong. 
I regard it as a weapon to be used 
only when impeachment fails. It

would. have been a good thing for 


the St. Louis charter for the reason 
that there it appears that the Coun- 
cil stood together in a ring and woud 
not impeach any of ita members. If 
these people who are dissatisfied had 
attempted to impeach Davenport and 
the Counc!!! had refused to do its duty, 


then it would be time @nough to in- 
voke the recall.

If the antise want to make thi a non- 
partisan election, why I for one am 
willing to accommodate them.” 
“GOOD ENOUGH,” 

“Davenport is good enough for me,” 
aaid W. W. Dorward, a veteran of 
the Civil War, who ise now a contrac- 
tor and buiimer, having has place of 
business at No. 1272 East Fifty-first 
street. He has worked incessantly for 
his ward. I see that his opponent, 
Houghton, I believe his name is, says 
that the people should oust Daven- 
port and put him in office for the 
reason that ‘it would mean the great- 
est good to the greatest number.” At 
the same time he claims to be a great 
scholar. If he were an educated Eng- 
lehman he would never have said 
that.

“Davenport is going to win this 
fight because he has right on his 


side,” said Dr. W. E. D. Morrison last 
night, “He has been a tireless worker 
in the interests of his ward, and he 
deserves to serve out his term. The 
recal] has been tested in the courts 
and pronounced constitutional. It is 
now up to the Sixth Ward to prove 
that it js a wise provision by defeat- 
ing this attempt to oust a ‘‘ouncil- 
man without giving good grounds for 
his removal. The other man should 
not figure in the contest at all, Dav- 
enport deserves a vote of confidence 
and I for one shal! help to give it 
tc hirn.” 

Dr. Morrison is one of the ploneer 
settiers In the Sixth Ward. He has 
owned property there for more than 
a decade. He is a Past Grand Master 
of the Workmen of California, and Is 
prominent in numerous clubs and 
cleties. The circulators of the recall 
petition made repeated efforts to get 
him to oppose Davenport on the mat- 
ter of transfers on Ninth at ; but 
Dr. Morrison was too well posted to 
be caught by their chaff. 

Satisfied that the court decision has 
established the validity of the recall 
provision af tue city charter, scores 
of Sixth Ward electors, who signed 
the original recall petition have since 
signed the charter roll of the Daven- 
port Fair Piay Club. A partial com- 
parison of the two lists last night 
showed that over fifty names Which 
appeared on the recall were also sign- 
ed to the roster of the Fair Play Club. 

Im some instances the signers have 
asked that their names be not pub- 
Mehed for the reason that they desire 
to avold, if possible. incurring the 
enmity of the labor union element in 
the Sixth Ward. 

Among those who last night at- 
tended the opening of the club rooms 
was the president of a local labor 
union of considerable strength. His 
name is not used here for the reason 
that it would at once subject him to 
a bitter, attack by Sam Mitcheil, Tom 
Fennessy, Ed Earl and others. 

“TI am a union man and at the head 
of a local organization,” he explained 
in defining his position on the recall, 
“But I a not a crazy union man. 
To turr down Davenport would react 
on the unions of Los Angeles. He has 
been a good Councilman. We did not 
elect him. In fact we put up a man 
against him and fought him as hard 
are we could. But we fought fair: we 
did not tr to count him out after 
the returns were in. We will run a 
man against him again thie fall, but 
it will be a fair-square fight: no 
bushwhacking wiil be allowed, 

“Davenport has worked like a troop- 
er for the Sixth Ward. I have had 
occasion to go to him in matters of 
interest to the members of our un- 
jon. He treated me just as white 
as though we had al! supported him 
tn the Inat election. Now I call that 
straight business. I am going to vote 
to let the old man serve out his term 
and I believe that most of the mem- 
bers of our union will do the same. 
If Houghton wants to be Councilman 
let him come out in the open and 
qualify at the primaries like Daven- 
port did. He it# trying to reach the 
Counci! by a short cut over a new 
tral. but it doesn't go with our crowd. 
We bucked when they started the re- 
call, and I for one am going to vote 
to keep Davenport right where he is 
until he serves his term out.”

- PHILIPPINE COFFEE. 


A Remarkable Exhibit in the Reserva- 
tion at the World's 
Fair. 
BY BRER C. SMITH 
(SPECIALLY CONTRIBUTED To THE TIMES.) 

In the Agricultural building of the 
Philippine reservation at the World's 
Fair, is on exhibit coffee grown in 
twenty-one different provinces, which 
clearly goes to show that the Philip- 
pines ‘are naturally adapted to coffee 
growing. ~ 

That misfortune never goes sifigle- 
handed is verified by the advent of a 
destructive insect, which in recent 
years has played havoc with the coffee 
crop of the Philippine Islands. On 
account of the ravages of this insect, 
the native owners of coffee plantations 
bave become disheartened and _  dis- 
couraged, and have in a measure given 
over the cultivation of coffee. The 
Bureau of Agriculture of the Philip- 
pines is giving special attention to this 
insect, and it is hoped that soon a 
remedy will be discovered against this 
new enemy of the coffee plant. When 
this is done a forward movement may 
with confidence be expected and coffee 
raising again restored to one of the 
foremost industries of the _ islands. 

lt is often related that the produc- 
tion of coffee in the Philippines was 
formerly so remunerative, that those 
engaged in its culture could find no 
way sufficiently extravagant in which 
to spend their money, save by the pur- 
chase of diamonds, which were pro- 
fusely worn, even to the extent of us- 
ing them as ornaments for their shoes 
and slippers. 

There are many thousand acres of 
gullied hillsides especially adapted to 
the culture of the coffee plant, which 
are now idle and covered with a dense 
growth of tropical plants, which will 
need both capital and energy to re- 
claim and turn into coffee—plantations. 

There are exhibits of coffee at the 
fair from the provinces of Rizal, Bula- 
can, Batangas, Bataan, Abra, Pamay, 
Cebu, Suriago, Zambuanga, Tarlac, La- 
guna, Isabela, Jolo, Nueva Etija, Ca- 
vite, Occidental Negos, Llocos§ Sur, 
Rombien, Ilocos Norte, Bontoc and Le- 
panto. 

The Bureau of Agrictiiture has an 
experiment farm in the Batangas, 
where particular attention is being giv- 
en to the culture of coffee, and it is 
given out that encouraging progress is 
being made. When the coffee industry 
in the islands was in the most flour- 
ishing condition over $4,000,000 worth 
Was exported per annum, and there 
seems to be no question that with sci- 
entific attention directed to its culture 
these figures may easily be surpassed. 

It is suggested that the Congress of 
the United States should extend en- 
couragement to her eastern insular 
possessions to furnish the greater part 
of the $71,000,000 worth of coffee im- 
ported annually by Cuba, Java and 
other foreign countries, in the way of 
bounty, or by placing a duty on for- 
eign products. 

The flavor of the Philippine coffee 
is particularly favored and highly ap- 
preciated in Spain, where there is ‘al- 
ways a ready market for this product. 

The coffee comes into berry in three 
years, and the elevation of 2000 feet 
and less supplies a climate healthful 
and vigorous and renders it practica- 
ble for white labor to expend any 
amount of energy in its cultivation. 

There is much capital and energy in 
the United States that could find prof- 
itable employment in the growing of 
coffee in the islands. 

There are few sights more beautiful 
than a well-conducted coffee planta- 
tion Neither the blush of the apple 
blosom, the snowy plum, nor the pink 
of the peach, can compare with the 
exquisite beauty of the coffee tree 
where nature has excelled herself in 
combining those rare qualities which 
delight the eye, tickle the palate, and 
render good return for labor and capi- 
tal invested. 


ADVENTISTS ON FOODS. 8 


Camp Meeting Addresses on the Work 
of the Sect Along Sanatorium and 
Other Lines. 


Sanatorium work was one of the 
chief subjects discussed at yesterday's 
seasions of the Seventh-day Adventist 
camp meeting.

REPUBLICANISM PROTECTS. 

Applying this, the Republican party 
has always sought to protect the Amer- 
lean producer, while the Democratic 
party is a free-trade party. 1 do not 
say that Democratic voters are all free 
traders, but I speak of the party as a 
party. And I say this mindful of the 
fact that Hon. Champ Clark in his 
speech as permanent chairman of the 
last Democratic National Convention, in 
charging the Republican party with at- 
tempting to get votes under false pre- 
tenses, used this language: 

“One of their false pretenses—the one 
on which they harp the most this year— 
is that the Democratic perty is in favor 
of free trade.

2000 men in the United States today 
cutting diamonds, making from $20 to 
$30 a day. These diamond cutters 
spend their $10,000,000 or $15,000,000 an- 
nual wages in one way or another. I 
assume that they, like everyone else, 
spend in one way or another most of 
their income. They may spend it in 
the purchase of homes, of furniture, 
or a horse and buggy. and they cer- 
tainly spend some of it for food and 
clothes. In so doing they furnish em- 
ployment for other tofiers. I insist 
that the protective tariff on cut dla- 
monds has contributed to the Amer- 
ican market to the extent of $10,000,000 
or $15,000,000 per annum. But it has 
done violence to Mr. Clark's theory 
that there should be a uniform duty on 
luxuries; and if the Democratic party 
be right, it has done, violence to the 
Constitution of the United States, for

Germen Methodists Open Their 
Conferenee—Young United Presby- 
terians in Convention on Hill 
Street—Primary Institute Closes 
With Consecration Service. _ 


At the Advéntiat camp meeting on 
Central avenue yesterday, Prof. E. &. 
Ballenger and others talked upon the 
educational institutions of the sect. 
Prof. Ballenger said that while he ap- 
preciated the public schools he felt that 
jt was safer to have éclentific know- 
ledge imparted to children by those 
who have personal experience in reli- 
gion. 

Prof. Owen told of the Adventist 
work at Fernando College, stating that 
they have eight teachers, 140 students 
and property valued at about §20,000. 
They have tent-making, fruit-growing 
and other industries whereby students 
are enabled to assist themselves in ob- 
taining an education.

There were many who felt the 
need of a cheaper dollar, and they 
thought perchance provision by 
which the government could coin fifty 
cents’ worth of silver bullion into a 
legal tender dollar, without expense to 
the owner, might relieve, or at least 
mitigate, their sufferings. 

This, mark you, was not an original 
Democratic doctrine. It was the doc- 
trine of the Populist party. Gen. James 
B. Weaver of my State had the honor 
of being a Presidential candidate with 
free coinage of silver as the paramount 
issue four years prior to the nomina- 
tion of William Jennings Bryan ~ at 
(*hicago. But looking for issue 
on Which a campaign might be 
won, Our Democratic friemis thought 
there was nothing more promising 
than this Populistic issue, and they 
heid their convention first and took it, 
put it in their platform and called it 
Jeffersonian Democracy.
